Roosevelt, churches and sy nagogues throughout 
the nation observed Thanksgiving Day and will 
observe New Year’s Day in public and private 
pray er for the safety of the nation. On seven pre­ 
vious occasions, each of them during a major war, 
national day s of pray er have been observed by 
authority of Presidential proclamation. 
The President's recent message is striking 
evidence of the religious faith of America. It is 
an appropriate and timely reminder of the spirit­ 
ual elements involved in the present world war. 
America does not depend upon phy sical re- 
scoures alone to overcome the threat to world se­ 
curity and peace. The mobilization of great arm­ 
ies, the opening of new fronts of battle, the absorp­ 
tion of countless thousands into war production, 
the strengthening of home’defenses—all this is 
accompanied by ceaseless spiritual supplication. 
On Thankgiving Day , the national offering 
of pray ers sy mbolized i\merica’s gratitude to God 
for the blessings of the y ear. This observance has 
become a part c/f our tradition. On New Year’s 
Day , however, our people will turn towards the 
future, pray ing for courage and endurance in the 
trials that lie before them. 
Their pray ers will 
rise in unison for all who have suffered persecu­ 
tion, for the innocent v^ho have looked too soon 
upon death and destruction, for soldiers every ­ 
where facing horrors and hardships so that man­ 
kind may be delivered from enslavement and 
degradation. 
America will pray in the name of world­ 
wide brotherhood. 
Never before, perhaps ,have 
we felt so deeply the ties that unite us to the peo­ 
ples of the world. Our destiny , our happiness, is 
linked with that of races whose color may be 
white A^ellow, or black, whose languages and cus­ 
toms may differ from our own, but who never­ 
theless are co-equal members of the human family 
and whose welfare is therefore, inseparable from 
our own.
